Price 'guideline' set for doctors 


WASHINGTON <UPIi —That $10 doctor or 
dentist bill may go up to $10.25 shortly. But it it 
gets higher than that, the doctor may tind 
himseli consulting with a curious government 
agent instead of an ailing patient. 
The Price Commission announced Wednesday 
it has adopted a 2.5 per cent price increase 
"guideline —which is Phase II language for 
limit—on 
the charges ot 
"non-institutional 
providers' ol health services What it adds up to 
is the first government effort in the nation s 
history to control doctors fees. 
Non-institutional 
providers 
are 
doctors, 
dentists, surgeons, osteopaths, chiropractors, 
medical and dental laboratories, rest homes, 
health camps and spas. They will be allowed to 
increase their tees only to reflect increases in 
their cost ot doing business, and it they want a 
hike larger than 2.5 per cent, will have to go tirst 
to the Internal Revenue Service for a special 
ruling or 'exception to the guidelines 
The IRS also will be in charge of enforcing the 
controls, but it will inquire into doctors prices 
only in spot checks or in response to complaints. 
Doctors and other non-institutional providers 


are supposed to keep a schedule ot tees and 
charges in force before Nov. 14. and to let 
patients who think they may be getting gouged 
see it on demand 
The commission established a different set ot 
guidelines for hospitals, nursing homes and 
other "institutional health providers 
They 
may increase prices up to 2.5 per cent to make 
up tor higher costs without getting approval 
from the government But it they want to boost 
prices higher— between 2.5 and 6 percent— they 
will have to submit their cost justification to the 
IRS in advance. And if they want to go higher 
than 6 per cent, an IRS exception- which could 
end

Commission—would have to be obtained. 
On top of that, the Price Commission is asking 
governors in each state to set up medical costs 
advisory boards to look at plus 6 per cent price 
boosts in advance. 
Chairman C. Jackson Grayson said the special 
guidelines for health services were established 
because prices in the tield had been increasing at 
almost 13 per cent a year, and the commission 
aimed to cut that rate of inflation at least in hall

No immediate reason was given 
tor the significant drop in crime 
incidence, but Patterson praised a 
citizen patrol that was operating on

Members ot the council agreed 
with Patterson s assessment and 
during the regular monthly meeting 
named Keeping the "Spark Plug" ot 
the year tor his community efforts 
including the guidance he gives the 
area's teen council.

On a recent Wednesday 
morning Sandy strode into 
the shop, a b l a c k cap 
perched on her s t r e a k e d 
blond 
hair, 
her carefully 
made-up face resem bling 
Kim 
Novak's. 
She 
w en t 
straight to a make-up table 
at the back of the store, 
where she held court for 
several hours, making up 
customers as they came in 


People seldom come into 
the shop just to browse. 
There is always someone ap­ 
plying make-up to a cus­ 
tomer and visitors are in­ 
vited to watch or get them­ 
selves made up. There is no 
obligation to buy. 


Sandy is strictly no-non­ 
sense in her a p p r o a c h to 
make-up. 


‘‘Sit down," she instructs 
a customer, pointing to a low 
chair beside the high stool 
she sits on. ‘‘Put your arm 
here." she says, pointing to 
her thigh, "and hold the mir­ 
ror like so.” 


Before Sandy applies any 
cosmetics, she first removes 
the make-up the customer 
c a m e in with. Strawberry 
cleanser, a pink creamy lo­ 
tion, is applied with cotton 
to take make-up off. Grape­ 
fruit astringent r e m o v e s 
both the residue of lotion 
and excess dirt. Lemon mois­ 
turizer prepares skin tex­ 
ture for make-up. 


“ I like to start with a clean 
canvas, Sandy explains. 


Foundation goes on first. 
Then she applies highlighter 
to the eye area. 


“ I use two basic shapes 
around the eyes," she said. 
“The first is a spread-eagle 
V that starts from the bridge 
of the nose and extends in 
either direction over the eye­ 
brows. The other is an "in­ 
verted Dshape that starts 
from either side of the nose 
and extends to the under-eye 
area. The highlighting light­ 
ens and accentuates the area 
around the eye." 


Next, Sandy applies cheek 
tint. Then, she colors eyelids 
lightly with shadow. To give 
the eye a finished look, she 
lightly brushes eyebrows so 


they look feathery. Then she 
adds mascara, "back-comb­ 
ing 
lashes to make them 
thicker as she applies it. To 
‘ backcomb,” 
simply 
start 
from the outside of the lash 
and work in. Do the same 
for the lower lashes. Wait a 
few minutes to let it dry. 
then reapply mascara. 


Sandy is a firm believer in 
experimentation with make­ 
up She advises women to 
look at the products they 
have and decide how best to 
use them. A cheek tint may 
make a great lip gloss— or 
vice versa. She substitutes 
imagination for r u l e s in 
make-up application 


In an effort to bring cos- 
m e t i c s to the people, the 
company has a mini-bus that 
travels throughout the city, 
giving make-up demonstra­ 
tions. 


Both Sandy and Lois Mul­ 
ler have plans to distribute 
their cosmetic line nation­ 
wide They are training in­ 
terested shopowners in how 
to use their products and. 
from the response they've 
had so far, they feel success 
is assured.

Dick Tiger dead 


NEW YORK (UPI »-The boxing 
world today mourned the death of 
Dick 
Tiger, 
the 
former 
world 
middleweight and lightheavyweight 
champion. 
Tiger, born in Nigeria as Richard 
Ihetu. was 42 His death from cancer 
of 
the 
liver 
was 
announced 
Wednesday by the Nigerian mission 
to the United Nations. Nigerian 
representatives 
said 
Tiger died 
Monday in Aba, Nigeria. 
Tiger earned more than a half 
million dollars in twice winning the 
middleweight title and then taking 
the lightheavy crown. He lost his 
wealth in the Biafran war and died 
virtually penniless. Tiger, who was 
a Biafran army lieutenant during 
that war, last fought on July 15, 1970, 
when he lost a unanimous 10-round 
decision to Emile Griffith in New 
York He was unable to set up any 
big paydays after that and refused to 
become 
a 
“ trial 
horse" 
or 
journeyman tighter. 
Funeral arrangements were not 
announced for Tiger, the son of an 
African chicken farmer who learned 
to tight trom British troops in Africa 
before going to England to launch 
his pro career. 
He finished with a record of 61 
victories, 17 losses and drew three 
times. He won the middleweight 
title trom Gene Fullmer in 1962 
before losing it to Joey Giardello the 
following year in a controversial 
decision He regained it by beating 
Griffith in 1965 but lost it to the 
same tighter a year later. He won 
the lightheavyweight crown from 
Jose Torres but lost it to the current 
champion, Bob Foster, in the only 
knockout of his career.

Child development 


President Nixon has vetoed the 
new poverty bill in order to abort 
the so-called Child Development 
program which is wedged into it. He 
is to be congratulated for doing the 
right thing even at the risk of 
alienating 
those 
who 
have 
discovered the Undeveloped Child, 
and adopted him. 
On reading about the program and 
its development one is reminded of 
the cartoon that shows an astronaut 
freshly arrived at a strange planet. 
He spies a man and a woman, naked 
under a tree, the woman about to 
bite into an apple. “ Hey, wait a 
minute! Wait a minute!’ he yells. 
I give you a para­

from 
the

what 
the 
child 
development 
program 
would 
authorize 
the 
federal government 
to 
do. 
Head 
it 
through. All of it. 
No cheating ... 
The government would “ involve 
itself in comprehensive physical and 
mental health, social and cognitive 
development services; 
food and 
nutritional 
services 
(including 
family 
consultation»; 
special 
programs 
tor 
minority 
groups, 
Indians, 
and 
bilingual children; 
specially designed programs for 
emotionally 
disturbed 
children; 
prenatal services to reduce malnu­ 
trition, 
infant 
and 
maternal 
mortality, and the incidence of 
mental 
retardation; 
special 
activities 
lor 
the 
physically, 
mentally, and emotionally handi­ 
capped children and children with 
special 
learning 
disabilities; 
training in the f undamentals of child 
development tor family members 
and prospective parents; use of 
child advocates to assist children 
and parents in securing full access 
to 
other 
services; 
and 
other 
activities." 
That is the kind of thing that 
nowadays issues out ot a concern for 
neglected children. Questioning the 
scope of the bill last September, 
Senator James Buckley asked his 
colleagues to answer the question; 
W'hat does it mean to say, as

comprehensive child development 
programs shall be available as a 
matter ot right to all children ...?' 
What is the nautre ot this right? Is it 
a right that a child will possess over 
against his parents'.' Over against 
the Government.'

time to time be placed in authority 
over him? Is it a right that he can 
take into the court and sue upon?" 
Well, Mr. Nixon having vetoed the 
bill, we will be saved, temporarily, 
from such anxieties. But there is the 
overarching anxiety that the federal 
government 
should 
even 
contemplate so massive a distortion 
of its responsibilities. The care of 
children during the day. so as to 
permit the mother outside the 
house, has been a problem since the 
Industrial Revolution discovered the 
extra-domestic utility of women 
For a century or more, it was 
usually the grandmother, or the 
unmarried aunt, or the older sister 
or brother who undertook the job 
Experimentation has yielded other 
expedients, 
for 
instance 
child 
supervision 
by 
church-sponsored 
matrons, 
pre-kindergarten 
supervisors etc. 
Inevitably, there has been neglect, 
and now Congress has proposed a 
bill which two years after its 
inception 
would 
be 
costing 
a 
minimum of two billion dollars per 
year, to set up a bureaucracy charged 
with looking after the development 
of the Whole Child. All of this when 
the improvisational energies of the 
private sector are by no means 
exhausted To say nothing of those 
of the states. The bill was conceived 
primarily as needed by the great 
urban concentrations But these tall.

Lasting impression 


Recently my mother sent me a 
clipping from a Salt Lake City 


newspaper announcing the death ot 
my high school principal. Lorenzo

I 
read 
the 
story 
with 
interest. Also a bit of nostalgia 


Mr Hatch, and no 
one who attended 
his 
schools 
ever 
called 
him 
other 
than that, was not 
the kind of man that 
a student felt close 
to. He was, though, 
a 
man 
that 
demanded 
and 
received 
respect, 
from both student 
and teacher alike. 


I can still picture him walking 
through the crowded corridors ot 


Granite High School with his head 
held 
proudly 
erect, 
scarcely 


glancing trom one side to the other. 
He was not a big man in the physical 
sense, but he carried with him the 
aura ot bigness wherever he went 


I used to wonder sometimes it 


there wasn t more tear ot him than 
there was respect, but over the 
years I have become convinced that 
it was more respect, with perhaps a 
little tear thrown in 


Mr Hatch was a principal of the 
old school He seemingly had only a 
small, it any. sense ot humor 


Rarely would he permit himself the 
slightest hint of a smile to mar his 
otherwise stone face He was also a 
man ot very tew words, but when he 
did speak, he spoke with alacrity 


His language was concise. There 
was no room tor misinterpretation 


His physical appearance always 
reminded me ot someone out ot the 
Coolidge-Harding-Hoover era 
He 
constantly was impeccably dressed, 
although not fashion-minded. Even 
after World War II he continued to 
wear high starched collars on his 
shirt. 


The last time 1 saw Mr. Hatch 
alive was six or seven years ago 
when I happened to run into him in a 
supermarket 
while 
visiting 
my 
mother 
in 
Salt 
Lake 
He had

There are still some retroactive 
questions in the courts and still 
more are bouncing around in the 
limbo 
of 
governm ental 
bureaucracy.

the 
California Teachers Association told 
us on Dec. 10 that retroactive pay 
legislation has been passed by the 
Banking Committees ol the Senate 
and the House and m the words of 
CTA the administration has dropped 
previous opposition 
Teachers in the Lompoc United 
School District have had problems 
ol their own covering the gamut that 
could 
be 
expected 
and 
more 
Sometime prior to that fateful Aug 
13 date a representative ot the 
school 
board 
had 
offered, 
and 
teachers had rejected a 6 6 per cent 
raise 
The offer duplicated one 
granted classified school employes 
This was crucial because one ot 
the first guidelines this reporter 
recalls was that no raise could be 
granted teachers during the month 
of September, 
beginning 
school 
month, unless a raise had been 
ratified earlier, and unless at least 
some of the teachers had worked at 
the new salary after June 30 and 
before Aug, 13 Those conditions did 
not prevail 
Meanwhile LBA was continuing to 
negotiate tor a higher salary. 8 9 per 
cent I believe, in contrast to a 14- 
plus per cent demand submitted in 
April. 
Following the end of the first 90 
days which came in November, 
there was a scramble, really, to 


salvage something in terms of pay 
raises. Early in December LEA 
voted to accept the 5.5 per cent, 
maximum that could be ottered 
under Phase II guidelines . That s 
where the issue rests. School board 
members have assured the teachers 
they will secure as much as they can 
in terms of percentages within the 
limits ot their final offer of 6 6 per 
cent and that they as a board will 
seek as early an effective date as 
possible. It's Dec. 14 on the 5.5 per 
cent 
now. 
but LEA 
and 
the 
California Teachers Association are 
pushing tor an effective date of Nov 
14 for both the 5.5 per cent and the 
remaining 1.1 percent. 
One other issue has been injected 
into the struggle LEA objects to the 
separation 
of administrative 
personnel from the main body of 
LEA for salary considerations Last 
Tuesday the board approved 5.5 per 
cent salary raises for teachers on 
the one hand and tor administrators 
on the other. 
LEA is critical ot that amount for 
the 
district's 
top 
two 
salary 
schedules, 
meaning 
for 
the 
superintendent and the two assistant 
superintendents. 
In a statement issued publicly last 
Tuesday, LEA charged that the 
raise would give the superintendent 
more than $31.000 in contrast to the 
sum of about $30.000 under LEA s 
proposal. 
The LEA figure is based on the 
idea 
of 
limiting 
the 
top 
administrative pay step to double 
that for the top teacher salary, 
which is presently about $15,000. 
During discussions a year ago tor 
the 1970-71 budget and the salary

Mr Hatch spent over 
60 years either teaching in the 
classroom or as a principal The 
impression he made during his 
lifetime was a lasting one.

estimate the number ot students, 
parents 
and 
teachers 
his 
life 
touched, but it numbers in the 
thousands.
